Harrisburg, February 
19 — The 


people of Pennsylvania will have an 
actual voice in the election of United 
States Senators, regardless of the 
success or failure of the constitution- 
al amendment for direct election, if a 
bill introduced in the State Legisla- 
ture this week by Democratic floor 
leader Humes becomes a law. 
The 


bill will have the support of the Dem- 
ocratic representation in House and 
^Senate, and if the progressive Repub- 
lican and Washington Party members 


show sincerity in their protestations 
of progressiveism there can be no 
question of the successful outcome. 
Mr. Humes' bill proposes to es- 


tablish in Pennsylvania the Oregon 
system of preferential elections for 
United States Senators. It provides 
for the nomination and selection of 
candidates ior the Senate, and en- 
ables the voters to express their 
choice thereon. It also permits can- 
didates for the offices of State Sena- 
tor and Representative to declare 
their positions in regard to support- 
ing the popular nominee at the elec- 
tion in the General Assembly.

sembly 
candidates pledging their 
votes to the popular candidates for 
United States Senator without regard 
to individual or party 
reference 


would be so marked on the ballot. If 
they _did not file such a pledge with 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth., 
this fact would be noted opposite 
their names on the ballot. The effect 
of the law would be to place in the 
voters' hands the power of choosing 
United States Senators through bind- 
ing instructions .placed upon their 
representatives. 
This bill will not 


be popular with politicians of the 
stripe of Boies Penrose.

CONGRESSMAN JOHNSON 


Objects to States Paying Half of 


the Taxes of the District of 


Columbia. 


Washington, February 17.—Three 


million dollars is to be the saving to 
the people of the country as the re- 
sult of the fact that Congressman Ben 
Johnson of Kentucky is Chairman of 
the House Committee on the District 
of Columbia. He discovered that the 
people in the states are paying one- 
half of the taxes for those who reside 
in the District of Columbia and, un- 
til he began to make a fight in Con- 
gress, they did not know it. 
Even 


some of the members of Congress did 
not know it. 


The practice of the government 


standing one-half of the taxes for 
residents of the District of Columbia 
is an old one. 
It has been going on 


for years. 
Custom is a hard thing to 


break down. 
But there is really no 


more reason why the people of the 
states should bear half of the expense 
of maintaining the District of Colum- 
bia than there is why they should 
pay half of the taxes of the residents 
of the capitals of states. 
The old 


policy of the government to stand 
one-half of the taxes makes Wash- 
ington a fine place for tax dodging 
millionaires to build their palaces. It 
might only be expected that when 
Mr. Johnson began his fight pressure 
would be brought to bear on him to 
force him to abandon it. It was. The 
great 
newspapers 
of 
Washington 


flayed him and ridiculed him; the 
Senate set itself up against him, he 
was opposed on the floor of the 
House, and he had to fight, and fight 
hard, for every inch of headway he 
made. 
x 


But Mr. Johnson took the attitude 


that he was sent to Congress to serve 
the best interests of all the people 
and not for the purpose of perpetu- 
ating soft snaps for the wealthy of 
the District of Columbia. Mr. John- 
son, after a hard fight, succeeded in 
striking more than three millions of 
dollars out of the last appropriation 
bill for the District of Columbia. 


"The people back in the states are 


taxed to carry on their local city, 
county and state governments; and, 
in addition, are taxed to pay one-half 
of all the municipal expenses of the 
City of Washington," declared Mr. 
Johnson. 
"Congress 
quarrels and 


fights within itself over the question 
as to whether one or two battleships 
shall be built, and without batting 
an eye or asking a question votes the 
price of a dreadnaught to Washing- 
ton each Congress. 
Widows of the 


old soldiers are compelled to fight 
and scramble for an eight dollar or 
a twelve dollar a month pension, but 
the widow of a AVashington police- 
man is paid a pension of fifty dollars 
a month and no questions asked, 
while the 
eight dollar pensioned 


widow back in the states is taxed to 
help pay it. 
The same may be said 


of the old soldier himself. 


"The county school teacher bears 


her part of a tax burden in order to 
pay the school teacher $1,800 for 
teaching 280 hours in the schools of 
"Washington. 
The school child back 


in the states bears its proportion of 
tax at home for school books, and 
then pays a tax to buy school books 
for a child of the millionaire who 
lives in Washington. The farmer on 
the rural route in the states must 
carry a lantern on his road or travel 
in the dark while he pays his pro- 
portion of the cost to put electric 
lights on the rural routes which lead 
out of the City of \Vashington to the 
limits of the sever*:/ square miles 
which constitute the District of Co- 
lumbia. 


"The 
school child back in the 


states is given desk room in its hum- 
ble school at a cost of a dollar or two, 
while that child bears its proportion 
of tax which is imposed upon the 
American people to give desk room 
costing twelve hundred and ten dol- 
lars for each child which has entered 
the school age during the last five 
years in the City of Washington."

Peat of a Fox 


In a field of feeding hares foxes 
b 
have been observed to approach with 
a slow, limping motion and holding 
down their heads, as if eating clover, 
until they were near enough to se- 
cure their prey. 


The folio-wing is an extraordinary 


instance of fox cunning: One week 
when the ground was frozen, but 
bare of snow, a farmer placed a hen 
under a strong, heavy chicken coop. 
The coop was boarded on one side 
and lathed the other, the lower lath 
within an inch of the ground, which 
was smooth, but sloping, with a fur- 
row-like depression a few inches in 
depth about two feet up the slope. 


In the morning the hen was gone. 


The coop stood immediately over the 
depression, the laths bearing numer- 
ous impressions of an animal's teeth, 
and the small one at the apex was 
scratched by its claws. 


The fox had wasted no strength on 


the board trying to push the coop 
over in an uphill direction, but he 
tried his best on the other side. 
Failing in this, he bit and tore at the 
laths to break them and finally drew 
the coop up the hill over the hollow, 
dragged out the hen and made off, 
leaving no blood, very few feathers 
and only three of his hairs on the 
laths.—Harper's Weekly.

Open Winters 


When snow covers the ground it 


preserves vegetable life without de- 
veloping it. Snow is three times less 
powerful as a conductor of heat than 
rain; it screens the ground and pre- 
vents nocturnal radiation. 


Vegetables, cereals in particular, 


can endure a considerable lowering 
of temperature if the fall of snow 
precedes the frost. 
Ground planted 


to wheat can pass through a period 
when the temperature falls far below 
zero if the snow covers it well. 
While rain brings to 
the ground 


azote in the form of ammonia or nit- 
ric acid, snow enriches the soil in 
much, greater proportion. A liter of 
rainwater contains much less ferti- 
lizing 
material 
than 
the 
same 


amount of hoarfrost or melted snow, 
and when the winter has been "open" 
or mild, when there has been rain 
instead of snow, the farmer is forced 
to spend more money for fertilizers 
than when the winter has given the 
earth snow in abundance.—Harper's.

Red Cedar For Pencils 


Missouri, particularly the Ozark 


furnishes the greater part of 


the wood used in making lead pen- 
cils. 
Though many other varieties 


have been tried, none has proved as 
satisfactory as the red cedar. 
The 


cedars grow on the rocky hillsides 
all through the White river district 
of Missouri. They are small, stunted 
trees, seldom reaching a diameter of 
more than a foot at the butt. The 
logs are either hauled to the railroad 
and sent to the mill or floated in 
rafts down the river. 
At the mill 


the logs are first cut lengthwise by 
circular saws into planks. 
These 


are cut into right lengths for lead 
pencils, and those chunks go into the 
hands of men who with circular saws 
rip them up into what are called 
"slats." 
Only the red heart of the 


log is used. 
The white sapwood is 


thrown away. 
The slats are bound 


in bundles and sent to New York, 
where the greater part are worked 
up into lead pencils, and the re- 
mainder goes to lead pencil factories 
in 
Germany and other 
European 


countries.—Exchange.

LINCOLN MEMORIAL 


Congress Appropriated $2,OOO,OOO to 


Build Parkway. 


Washington, February 
15. — To 


complete the great memorial to Abra- 
ham Lincoln at 
Washington, 
for 


which Congress has just appropriated 
$2,000,000, by building a stately 
parkway from its 'western base to 
connect with the National Zoological 
Park and the famous Rock Creek 
Park, the House Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings and Grounds, of which 
Congressman Hartman of Hollidays- 
burg is a member and Congressman 
Burnett of Alabama is chairman, is 
likely to include a provision in the 
Public Buildings bill this session. 


The debate in the House of Repre- 


sentatives over the Lincoln Memorial 
has so convinced members of Con- 
gress that the country is desirous 
not only of doing ample honor to the 
memory of Lincoln but also of mak- 
ing the Capital City of the United 
States the most beautiful in the 
world that the feeling is strong that 
this measure, which has been passed 
by the Senate and has already receiv- 
ed favorable consideration 
at the 


hands of the House Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds, should 
become a law. 


The measure in its present form is 


a bill, introduced in the Senate early 
in the first session of the present 
Congress by Senator Wetmore, pro- 
viding for the creation of a commis- 
sion, composed of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, Secretary of War and 
the Secretary of Agriculture, that 
shall be authorized and directed to 
acquire by purchase, condemnation or 
otherwise the land lying on both sides 
of Rock Creek, including the creek 
bed, between the national Zoological 
Park, and Potomac Park, where the 
Lincoln Memorial is to be situated. 
Part of this land is to be used for a. 
new Botanical Garden (that now at 
the base of the Capitol to be moved 
there) and to be paid for entirely by 
the Federal Government; 
but the 


balance is for the parkway and is to 
be paid for half out of the treasury of 
the United States and half out of the 
revenues of the District of Columbia, 
-which are made up from taxes upon 
the people of Washington. The sum 
of $2,300,000 is proposed to be ap- 
propriated for this purpose. 


This improvement to the National 


Capital was first recommended twelve 
years ago by the Park Commission 
which laid out a vast plan for the fu- 
ture 
development of Washington. 


The Lincoln Memorial on the site 
ordered by Congress was also a part 
of that plan, one of its most impor- 
tant features. A movement has start- 
ed in various sections of the country 
to building another feature of the 
plan, the Memorial Bridge, connect- 
ing, with its span of the Potomac, the 
Lincoln Memorial and the National 
Cemetery at Arlington. 
The park- 


way which is being considered by the 
House Committee on Public Building 
and Grounds, however, is considered 
by many members as the more impor- 
tant for immediate execution, as it 
will be needed to make appropriate 
approaches to the ?2,000,000 temple 
to Lincoln. 


With these great national projects 


completed Washington will be a long 
step nearer its proud ultimate posi- 
tion of the most beautiful capital 
city in the world, it is declared by 
those who have given the subject 
careful consideration.

the value of inoculating clover with 
pure cultures of the nitrogen-gather- 
ing bacteria. 


Over and over again we have seen 


uninoculated clover dry-kill and win- 
ter-kill, while right by its side inocu- 
lated clover from the same seed has 
pulled through and given good re- 
turns in hay. 


In side by side tests where exami- 


nation had shown that the bacteria 
were established on the farm, we 
have examined the clover after wheat 
harvest and found that plants from 
inoculated seed carried from two to 
five times as many bacteria as unin- 
oculated plants. 


The bacteria in the pure cultures 


are selected for their vigor. 
Those 


on our farms are pretty much run 
out. 
Fresh 
inoculation 
not only 


means more bacteria but bacterial of 
a more vigorous type than those we 
already have. 


Go into your fields this spring and 


select a strong plant and a weak one. 
Dig them carefully and examine the 
roots, and invariably you will find 
the strong plant far better supplied 
with bacteria 
than the 
weakling. 


There is a definite relation between 
vigorous growth and the quantity of 


j bacteria on the roots. 
If you 
can 


I supply your whole field with vigorous 
| bacteria, you will have a much lar- 
' ger crop of hay, and they hay will 
also be richer in protein. 
That has 


been our experience in the district 
around Schellsburg, and at many oth- 
er places in this county. 


But that is not all of the story. 


Observations for the last few years 
clearly show that in the second year 
of cutting half or more of the hay 
will be clover; and after the third 
year of cutting there will still be a 
good deal of clover. 
In both second 


and third years the timothy (by rea- 
son of the supply of nitrogen from 
the decaying bacteria) 
is stronger 


and heavier; the quality of the hay 
for feeding better because of the 
clover. 
And when, after the third 


year, you turn down the sod for corn, 
you will turn under a good deal of 
clover,—which

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Gen. xiii, 1-12. 


Memory Verse, B—Golden Text, Prov. 
x, 22.—Commentary Prepared by Rev. 
D. M. Stearns. 
Abram's going down to Egypt was 


certainly a mistake on his part, for 
there was no altar to the Lord there 
nor any new revelation from the Lord, 
and Abram dishonored the Lord by 
fear and deceit and brought upon him- 
self the rebuke of a man of the world, 
a heathen king. 
By all our conduct 


we are either honoring or dishonoring 
the Lord, magnifying Him or magnify- 
ing ourselves, and we would do well 
to test everything by this test. He is 
able to take care of His own people 
and His own work under all circum- 
stances, and all He asks of us is a 
whole heart for Him, such an abiding 
in and separation unto Him that He 
shall not be hindered in working out 
His good pleasure. 


When at any time we wander away 


from the Lord the only thing to do is 
to return as quickly as possible, for He 
is ever calling the wanderer to return, 
as in Isa. Iv, 7; Jer. iii, 14, 22; Hos. 
xiv, 1, 2. and the word of encourage- 
ment awaits both the unsaved and the 
saved, "Him that cometh to Me I will 
in nowise cast out" (John vi, 37). It 
is good to see Abram back at the place 
of the altar between Bethel and Hai 
and to hear him calling on the name of 
the Lord (verses 3, 4) and to know that 
the Lord has abundantly pardoned him 
according to His word. 


It may seem strange to some to see 


Abram very rich in cattle, in silver 
and in gold (verse 2) notwithstanding 
his wanderings from the Lord, but let 
such consider their own mercies and 
say if they have not been dealt with in 
loving kindness beyond all their de- 
serts. Sometimes the Lord would draw 
us back to or closer to Himself by His 
great mercies, and we have all and al- 
ways reason to say, "It, is of the Lord's 
mercies that we are not consumed, be- 
cause His compassions fail not" (Lam. 
iii, 22). 


Lot also was rich in flocks and herds, 


and his herdmen and those of Abraui 
could not agree. So to prevent strife 
Abram told Lot to take his choice of 
territory and that be would take that 
which Lot did not desire. Thus mag- 
nanimous could this great man afford 
to be because he was the friend of God 
and the Lord \vas his portion. Being 
a witness for God before the Canaan- 
ites and Perizzites who dwelt in the 
land, he could not tolerate strife, for 
"the servant of the Lord must not 
strive" (II Tim. ii, 24). 


Meekness, lowliness and submission 


are always becoming in a child of GoOt, 
but never strife, not even to maintain 
our so called rights. We are exhorted 
to take wrong and suffer ourselves to 
be defrauded rather than strive before 
unbelievers (I Cor. vi, 6. 7). 


Without regard to the character of 


the people who lived on the plain, who 
are described as "wicked and sinners 
before the Lord, exceedingly." 
Lot 


chose the plain of Jordan, because he 
saw that it would admirably suit his 
numerous flocks and herds (verses 
10-13). It is said that "he lifted up 
his eyes," but It was only to behold the 
low and fruitful valley of the Jordan. 
He did not behold the Lord nor con- 
sider His will hi the matter. It was a 
case of self only. 


It was good for Lot to be with 


Abram, but not so good for Abram to 
have Lot with him. Separation from 
Lot was really to Abram's advan- 
tage and evidently pleasing to the 
Lord, for the Lord had another mes- 
sage for Abram as soon as Lot was 
separated from him (14-17). There was 
a renewed assurance that the Lord 
would give him the whole land and the 
promise that his seed would be as the 
dust of the earth (verse 16.) 


In verse IS see this friend of God 


dwelling with Him at Hebron, which 
signifies fellowship, away above the 
sinners of Sodom and in communion 
with God with his altar unto the Lord. 
This prepares us for the record in 
chapter xiv of the capture and captiv- 
ity of Lot and his goods by the four 
kings, while Abram, living above and 
away from all the turmoil, is able to 
go with his SIS trained servants and 
rescue Lot and his people and all his 
goods. While mixed up with the world 
we cannot expect to have victory over 
it, and it is only as we dwell at He 
bron in fellowship with God th;it •ue 
can hope to rescue others from the god 
of this world. First we see Lot pitch- 
ing his tent toward Sodorn, and thru 
we see him dwelling in Sodom (xiii, 12; 
xiv, 12). Later we shall find him a 
ruler in Sodom, sitting in the gate- 
getting on in the world. 


In the end of chapter xiv we have a 


wonderful record of n most remarkable 
man, a king and a priest, type of tin- 
Lord Jesus Christ when He shall be n 
priest upon Mis throne. ;i priest forever 
after the order of Molchix.edok (/Cecil, 
vi, 13; Ps. ex. 4). Hero we have for 
the first time the title "fho Most High 
God, 
possessor of heaven and earth." 


and because Abram wns blessed by 
IHin he was able to turn his back upon 
the tempting offer of the king of So- 
dom concerning the goods. If the church 
today knew the Most High God and 
Ills blessing she would never be guilty 
of seeking the goods of Sodom to help 
her carry on her work. There is noth- 
ing so grand .is to kno~w God nnd find 
our all in Him.

Why White Holland raisers strain 


their gizzard to breed that variety up 
to high Bronze weights is a puzzler. 
Bronze standard is thirty-six pounds 
for cock, twenty for hen, twenty-five 
for cockerel and sixteen for pullet, 
while the White Holland is twenty- 
eight pounds for cock, eighteen for hen, 
twenty for cockerel and fourteen for 
pullet 


These weights are all too high— 


artificial. 


Heavyweights are flabby, unprolifie 


breeders and not the market call. 


Thanksgiving and Christmas showed 


birds from ten to fifteen pounds, live

White Holland is naturally 


medium sized, and as such is at its 
best for breeding and market, and big 
size is a detriment to its propagation. 


Afield a flock is a pretty sight. Their 


pure white plumage, jet black beard, 
red head and neck tinged with bluish 
white, pink shanks and graceful, alert 
movements inspire even a pessimist to 
enthusiasm. 


At market their creamy color, curves 


and satiny skin quickly attract the buy- 
er, and no expert epicure, after feast- 
ing on their juicy, tender sweet meat, 
will fail to pronounce it the best turk-

The hens are prolific layer* -ind, lin- 


ing so gentle, are fine sitters and rno;h 
ers. 


To beget strong progeny a breeder 


should have a good sized head; neck, 
strong and long and graceful; back, 
broad and descending gracefully to 
long tail; breast, wide, full, round, 
deep; body, egg shaped, with round 
end front; wings, large and strong: 
caruncles, feet, thighs, large; shanks, 
thick, long, straight, well set 


Male and hen should be well match- 


ed, hen more refined of course, as fe- 
males usually are. 


For best results mate adults, eight 


hens or less. To the gobbler avoid 
overfat and inbreeding, and let mother 
turkey hatch the poults and run the 
kindergarten.

KURIOS PROM KORRESPONDENTS 


Q. When is the fertility of eggs low- 


est? A. Generally in midwinter. 


Q. Some of my hens have died, and 


on opening tnem 1 found their gizzards 
very large. 
\\ liat is the cause and 


cure for such au ailment? A. Consti- 
pation, unless a tumor has blocked the 
operation ot the intestines. The latter 
cause is rare. A half teuspuoutul of 
epsom salts in water for adult fowl 
would help patient if given in time. 
The gizzard is distended simply be- 
cause the food cannot go farther. 


Q. Please state the ciosses that made 


the Slate and Bourbon Red turkeys 
A. It is claimed the Slate came from 
a cross of the White Holland and 
Black and the Bourbon from a cross 
of Bronze and Buff. 


Q. What influence for color has cab- 


bage on the egg yolk, and what does 
put that rich yellow in it in winter? 
A. Cabbage makes a light yolk, and a 
surplus gives a flabby egg of poor fla- 
vor and keeping quality. Yellow corn, 
clover or alfalfa puts the gold in the 
yolk and helps to make finest hen fruit. 


Q. In your experience with the lay- 


ers of white eggs and the layers of 
brown eggs which class have you 
found Is more constant to color of 
shell? 
A. The white egg breeds we 


have kept have never failed to lay a 
chalky white egg, but we have found 
the brown egg layers to lay eggs from 
a dark brown to almost white, individ- 
ual hens laying two or three shades a 
week.. 


FEATHERS AND EGGSHELLS. 
H. B. Fullerton. a Long Island 


gardener, sold a barrel of cauliflow- 
er for 45 cents and traced it to a city 
market, where it was being sold for 25 
cents a head. Beans that sold for 30 
cents a bushel were resold to city 
, housewives at $4 a bushel. 
' A good big bunch of hens on the 
roost means comfort and few frozen 
combs. Roost slats should, be arranged 
so they may be moved close together 
on a cold night 


One way many get poor laying stock 


is to set the first hens that go broody. 
These first hatchers are the hens that 
do the, heavy winter laying. 
They 


set these hens on the eggs of the poor 
layers, who start to lay in the early 
spring,,when any old bunch of feath- 
ers lays the cheap egg. 


F. A. Hinds of Battle Creek, Mich., 


named one of his hens Miss Gatling. 
because on several occasions she has 
laid three eggs a day. Are we to in- 
fer from this that she manufactures 
haymow explosives? 


In washing white birds for show it 


is wise to clean the shanks and feet 
first. To leave these last means han- 
dling the fowl after the plumage is 
washed, and the less of that the bet- 
ter, for a single stain often means the 
loss of the blue ribbon, especially the 
prize for the whitest bird. 


The Buffalo 
Poultry and Pigeon 


club has enrolled a class of over forty 
boys and girls to study poultry cul- 
ture. 
Cornell university is supplying 


a poultry course to the rural school 
districts of New York, and the depart 
ment of public instruction in Pennsyl- 
vania is introducing poultry instruc- 
tion in the rural schools. 


Bleaching birds for show with hy- 


drogen (peroxide) still fools some of 
our fresh new judges that know it 
all, but the judge of experience knows 
the natural feathers and the fake by 
simply running his fingers through 
them 
Peroxide makes a hen's feath- 


ers so brittle that a second wash after 
its use means the breaking and drop- 
ping of many of them. 


One reason for colds and roup at 


shows is the use of insecure water 
cups on show roops These cups dump 
their contents, in the coop. The birds 
not only are without drink, but they 
sleep on the wet sawdust and. of 
course, get sick. 


Missouri shipped 1,296.144 pounds of 


feathers to the other states last year, 
value $518,458. Yankees sleep on 13,- 
000,000 tons of feathers, and these must 
be renewed every twenty years. A mil- 
lion pounds are thrown on the dump 
heap every year; hence we wasters im- 
port 10,000,000 pounds annually. .Mis- 
souri sets an example to the nation.

Many years ago in Switzerland nat- 
ural rock asphalt was discovered, 
and for more than a century it was 
used for the purpose of extracting 
the rich stores of bitumen it contain- 
ed. 
In time it was noticed that 


pieces of rock which fell from the 
wagons and were crushed by the 
wheels formed a marvelously fine 
road surface when assisted by the 
heat of the sun 
A proper road of 


asphalt rock was then made, follow- 
ing upon the discovery, and in 1854 
an experimental roadway was laid in 
Paris. 
From that time the use of 


rock asphalt for the making of roads 
and pavements has increased and ex- 
tended to many countries.

An Ordinance Relating to Paving, 


Curbing and Guttering in the Bor- 
ough of Bedford, Penn<>}l\ania. 
Be it ordained and enacted by the 


Chief Burgess and the Town Council 
of the Borough of Bedford, Pennsyl- 
vania, and it is hereby ordamed and 
enacted by the authority ot the same. 


That from and after the first day 


of April, A. D. 1913, all pavements, 
which shall be laid within the limits 
of the Borough of Bedford, Pennsyl- 
vania, shall be of a width of not less- 
than five feet and shall be of cement, 
with curb of cement and guttered 
with a gutter of a width not less than 
three feet of cement or brick. 


That the Street Committee of the- 
said Borough of Bedford shall have 
full power and authority, whenever 
and wherever deemed necessary and 
required within said Borough limits, 
to give ten days' notice to the owner 
or owners of premises to pave, curb' 
or gutter in accordance with 
the 


above provisions and upon the fail- 
ure or refusal of the said owner or 
owners thereof so to do, the same 
shall be done by the Borough au- 
thorities at the cost of the aforesaid 
owner or owners with 20 percentum 
added thereto. 


All ordinances or parts uf ordi- 


nances inconsistent herewi'b Le and 
the same are hereby repealed.

A regulation of the Board of Heullht 


ot the Borough of Bc<W'>rd 
Pro- 


hibiting the Discharge 
<>!' Waste 


Water Upon the Public Squares, 
Streets and Alleys of the Said Boi- 
ough. 
That from and after the passage of 


this Regulation it shall be unlawful 
for any person or persons to dis- 
charge waste water upon any public 
square, street or alley of the Boioush 
of Bedford, that may be of such a 
nature or character as to be detri- 
mental or in any manner injurious to 
the public health, and the Board of 
Health shall determine as to the na- 
ture and character ot the waste water 
discharged. 


Any person or peisons violating, 


any of the provisions ot this regula- 
tion shall, upon convicition before- 
the Chief Burgess or any Justice ot 
tne Peace, be punished by a fine not 
exceeding five doll-ars or by impris- 
onment in the borough lockup for a 
period not exceeding five days.
